Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments regarding anchortext 
have been addressed in the final rejection specifically in the rejection of the claims under 35 USC 103(a) and in the Response to 
Arguments section. Applicant's arguments are still unpersuasive. According to the Professional Internet Marketing Glossary of Terms 
"Anchor Text - is also known as Link Text, which is the visible text in a hyperlink you click to go to another page or website" 
(http://prowebster.com/glossary.htm). Furthermore, the Marketing Terms Glossary deifenes link text as "The text contained in (and 
sometimes near) a hyperlink" (http://www.marketingterms.com/dictionary/link_text/). It should be noted that the broadest, most 
reasonable interpretation of anchortext can include the text contained within the URL itself and is not limited to the extra or optional text 
that webmasters can add and/or assoicate with the hyperlinks or URLs as is well-established and notoriously well-known to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention . 
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
